DECISION MODIFIED. 



The Court of \ppeaN Changes Somewhat 
the Bank Tax Cases. 



The Court of Appeals has modified its 
decision in the bank tax cases. 

Under the decision as modified no tax 
can be imposed on deposits. Banks may 
reduce their capital antl distribute their 
surplus and keep a larger proportion of 
the money elsewhere. In various ways 
they will protect themselves. Tbey will 
charge more for their services as collec- 
tors, increase rates for money, where 
this is possible, and reduce their divi- 
dends. 

The state is deprived by this decision 
of nearly half of its income trem banks, 
and at this time the loss will be seriously 
felt. Heretofore, the state has received 
73 c*nt* on every 1100 of capital; hereaf- 
ter it will receive only 42i cents. The 
banks, though, will have te pay an aggre- 
gate tax of |2 27. or three times the tax 
paid now. V

Washinoton, March 26th. 1807. 
A long dispatch tolephone, connecting 
every farmer in the United State, with 
the Capitol of the United States, would 
have gi»en to the farmers of the country 
this week some iateresting information 
as to the attitudes of the two great par 
ties. The Tariff Bill has been under dis- 
cussion, and no farmer could have lis- 
tened to the discussion without being 
able to clearly determine who were his 
friends and who were not his friends 
The strong, vigorous arguments of the 
Republican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee in behalf of those fea- 
tures of the bill which are especially ben 
eflcial to the farmers on the one hsnd, 
and the covert sneers of the Democratic 
and Populist orators relative to these 
very features of the bill on the other, 
show that the farmers of the country 
made no mistake when, in last November, 
they voted tho Republican party lata 
power and the Protective system iuto op- 
eration. The Republican members of 
the committee have shown that the bill 
was framed with the interests ef the far- 
mers coostantly in mind, while the at 
tacks upon that measure by the Demo- 
crats have been specially leveled at those 
features which were beneficial to the far 
mer*. Chairman Dingley in his opening 
address called especial atteution to these 
features, and Ueneral Wheeler of Confed- 
erate fame, who led off the debute for the 
Free-trade wing of the Democracy, at 
tscked fiercely those features of the bill 
which are intended to be especially valua- 
ble to the agricultural community. Con 
Ifl—sMB Hopkins of Illinois devoted a

THE CI BAN SITUATION. 
An interesting development of the week 
has been the additional evidence of the 
fact that the attitude of the new Admin- 
istration with reference to the Protection 
of American citizens abroad is being 
promptly recognized by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment.

The ringing utter 
ancet of Senator Sherman, now Secretary 
of State, in the closing days of his service 
la the Senate, in which he said that 
American citizeus abroaj mint and should 
be protected at all hazards, coupled with 
the clear declaration of President MeKin- 
ley on this subject, in bis inaugural ad- 
dress, have had a marked and prompt ef- 
fect in the attitude of the Spanish Gov 
ernment. and in the few weeks since the 
new Administration came in the prison

ment at a very early date. Whether this 
will be by tbe appointment tt special 
representatives selected for this specific 
purpose or through the Ministers to the 
foreign Governments ii not yet clear, but 
It is known that negotiations are being 
set on root already, and that the Adraints 
tration hopes to.be able to biing about a 
ernference in the coming autumn which 
will be participated in by tbe great Nations 
of the world. Meantime the friends of free 
coinage in the United States without tbe 
co operation of other Nations are losing 
grouud, and many of them recognizing 
the fact that international action is the 
only practicable method of restoring the 
use of silver. The old theory that silver 
and farm products have kept pace in val 
ues and (hat silver money was therefore 
the true measure of value has lost its hold 
by reason of the fact that wheat continues 
huh while silver has continued tu dOPf« 
ciate, reaching almost the lowest point in 
its history.

Secretary of the Treasury Windom 
said in hi* treasury report for 1890: 

"In my judgment the gravest defect 
in our present financial system is ita 
lack of elasticity. • • • The demand 
for money, In thiacountry, Is so irregular 
that an amount of circulation which 
will be ample during ten months of the 
year will frequently prove bo deficient 

stringency and commercial disaster. 
The crops of the country have reached 
pro portlonssoimmense that the It move- 
ment to market. In August and Septem- 
ber, annually causes a dangerous ab- 
sorption of money. The lack of a suffl- 
.cient supply to meet the increased de- 
mands during those months may entail 
heavy losses upon the agricultural as 
well as upon other business interests." 

How hard and inelastic is our present 
unscientific currency system, or lack of 
ayatem, is apparent when a comparison 
is made with the currency systems of 
other countries. In a pamphlet recently 
issued by the Bound currency commit- 
tee of tbe Reform club Mr. L. Carroll 
Root illustrates the relative elasticity 
of 20 different banking systems in 10 
different countries. He says: 

"The data secured include weekly or 
monthly statements of the outstanding 
circulation of the leading bonk cur- 
rency systems of the world. The period 
covered in each case is the two years 
1894 and 1895. The method of prepara- 
tion of diagrams has been to take the 
mini-mum circulation of the period as n 
base line and to reduce the amounts on 
otheT dates to percentages of thia. In 
this way a common measure hRS been 
secured, and comparison of one dia- 
gram with another is facilitated."

In the 
United States there was only six per 
cent, change in circulation during tin- 
two years 1894 and 1895. and the most of 
thia chang* is accounted for not by the 
changing needs for currency ut differ- 
ent periods of the year, but by tiMmle* 
of United States bonds, which Dfcada it 
convenient for banks to increusc their 
circulation. Mr. Raot tuns txptalBI 
the changes in Canada and Scotland: 

"For Uuttance, on comparing the cir- 
culation of Canada and Scotlund, the 
first thing noticed is that in Scotland 
there are two upward movements, one 
oulminatlng in May and the other in 
Kovember. while in Canada the former 
movement is entirely al»ent nnd the 
other occurs one month earlier than in 
Scotland. The explanation will without 
doubt be found in the Scotch practice 
of making puyments on mortgages, In- 
terot, annuities, etc.. at those dates — a 
practice not followed so extensively in j 
Canada. 

"In general a single annual move- 
ment may be said to characterize agri- 
cultural communities. This occurs In 
the fall, and Is due to what we have 
eome to call 



a a class are not accus- 
tomed to make use of bank deposits^ 
and consequently when payments are- 
made to them for their crops (largely 
at a single season of the year) the sur- 
plus over immediate payments is re- 
quired by them in the form of notes— 4tl 
being unquestionably true that in aayi 
of our agricultural communities In thia 
country the average farmer has in his 
possession during the six weeks follovr- 
ing the sale of his crop a much larger 
amount of currency than during the- 
reat of the year. Tie result in the ag- 
gregate la an extraordinary demand, 
such as that which leads in Canada to 
an annual expansion of 20 per cent, in 
the bank circulation." 

Undoubtedly the needs for currency 
in the United States change about as 
much as In Canada, but the cost of buy- 
ing bonds at a hlgth premium on which 
notes can be Issued only to 90 percent, 
of their par value, the red tape necee-' 
sary to obtain these notes from the gov- 
ernment and the tax on circulation 
make a delay and cost in Increasing the 
circulation which practically prohibit 
on Increase until the need for such In- 
crease is paat. Therefore interest rates 
in this country run up rapidly in Au- 
gust and September without appreci- 
ably affecting the supply of currency. 

In Scotland nnd Canada the machin- 
ery necessary to increase the supply of 
currency Is simple and is entirely in the 
hands of the bnnks; hence the cost and 
delay necessary nre much less than with 
us. Thus In Canada a few big banks 
with numerous "branch banks" supply 
all parts of the country with currency. 
When more money is needed in any 
province — as In Mnnitolm when the 
wheat crop Is being harvested— rntes of 
interest begin to rise. The profits of sup- 
plying currency in this province are in- 
creased, and Immediately additional 
supplies of currency are sent from the 
big banks in Montreal, Quebec or To- 
ronto to theJr branch banks in Mani- 
toba. Thus the cost of moving the crops 
Ik much lower in Canada than in the 
United States, where rates of interest 
go up and down without materially 
changing the supply of currency. Of 
course the farmers, through increased

The most efficient agency of the last 
campaign was the sound currency com- 
mittee of the New York llcform club, 
and it* publications, each ftWM to some 
one phase, of the currency question, 
were invaluable to speakers and writ- 
ers. A nound ba-sis for currency reform 
was thus laid in the minds. >f tluiutuutds 
who were groping aft<r live truth. 
These publications, it is stated, are to 
continue. An effort is to be made to 
widea the field of operations by a class 
of writings of n more jmpular character. 
In the south and \ve«t particularly hon- 
est thinkers are to be supplied with ma- 
terial for progressive thought toward 
sound conclusions on the money ques- 
tion. 

Much was done in six months of 1895 
to uproot the errom-ous ideas planted 
in five years of populist agitation. Er- 
rors had flourished simply because they 
had not been confronted with fact 
Now monetary truth is to be as sys- 
tematically inculcated as fallacy was,

In his speech at New York on Febru- 
ary SO Mr. llryau said: "If any person 
believes a government should single 
out a few people and give them advan- 
tages over others, he does not under- 
stand equality uuder the law."

If 
the government were to make wampum 
or conch shells legal tender for the pay- 
meat of debt, would it uot enable one 
class of citizens to Injure another class?"
